ro deſtroy that which hitherto hath beene the onely 
meanes of their owne preſervation. Ce 
For this purpoſe chey have drawn his Majeſty into the 
Northerne parts farre from the Parliameac, that ſo falls 
rumors mighe haverime to ger credir, and rhe juſt dey 
fences of the Pariiargenc find a more tedious difficult and 
diſadvantageous ſncceſſe; after choſe falſe impurations

his great Councell of Parliament ; he is thereby expoſed 
tothe wicked and unfaichfull councels of ſuch as have 
made the Wiſedome and Juſtice of the Parliament d1n- 
gerous to themſelves, and this danger they labour to 
revent by hiding their owne guilt under the name and 
ſhadow of the King, infufing iato him their owne feares, 
and as much as in them lies, aſperſing his Royall Perſon 
and Honour wish their owne infamy, from borh which, 
it hathalwayes beene as much the care, as ic is the dy- 
ty of the Parliament to preſerve his Majeſtie, and to fixe 
the guilc of all evill Ations and Councels upon thoſe 

who have beene the Authors of rhem, ._ . 

'Amongſtdivers Writings of this kind; Werthe Lords 
and Commons in Parliament have taken into our con- 
ſideration two printed Papers, the firſt containing a De- 
caraiion, which they received from his Majeſty in An- 
ſwer co that which was preſenced to his Majeſtic from 
borch Houſes of Parliament at Newmarket, the ninth of 
March 16 41. The other his Majeſties Anſwer to the 
Petition of both Houſes , preſented ro: his Majeſtic at 
Yorke, the 26- of March 1 642, Both which are 61led 
with harſh cenſures and cauſelefle charges upon the Par- 
liement, concerning which , Wee hold ir neceflary to 
give ſatisfa&ton tothe Kingdome, ſeeing wee hind it ve- 
Ty difficult to ſatisfie his Majeſtic, whotoour great griefe 
AC have found to be ſo ingaged to, and poſſeſſed by thoſe 
miſapprehenſions which evill Coexſellors have wrought 
in him, that our moſt hnmble and and faichfull Remon- 
ſtrances have rather irrirated and imbittered, then any 
thiogallayed or mittigated the ſharp expreſſions which . 
his Majeftic hath beene pleaſed co make inanſwere uato 
them; for the manifeftation whereof, and our owne 
B i1nno- 
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(4). 
ionocency, wee deſire that all his Majeſties loving Sube 
jets may rake r.otice of theſe particulars. 

We know no occaſion given by us which mighe move 
his Majeſty to tell us,that in our Declaration preſented 
at Newmar.c:, there. were ſome. expreftions difterenc 
from the uſuall Language ro Princes: neicher did wee 
rell his Majeſty in words, or in effe&, that if hee did nor 
joyne with us in an At which his Majeſty conceived 
wigtc prove prejudicialliand dangerous to himſelfe and 
the whole Kingdome, we'would make a Law withonr 
him,and impoſc it upon the people. That which we de- 
fired, was, that in regard of theemminene danger of the 
kingdome the M714 forthe ſecurity of his Majeſty and 
his people, tmight be pur-under the command of ſuch 
noble and faithfull Perſons,as they had all-cauſe to con- 
adein; and ſuch was the neceſſity of this prevention, 
that wee declared, that if his Majeſty (honld refuſe to 
joyne wirh us therein; the ewo houſes of Parliament be- 
ing the Supreme Court and higheſt Councell of the 
Kingdome wete enabled by their owne Authority, to 
provide for the repulſing of fach emminent and evideat 
danger, not by any new. Law of their owne making, as 
hath beene untruly ſaggeſted to bis Majeſty but: by the 
moſt ancient Law of this Kingdome, even that which is 
{undamentall. and eſſentiall to. the conſticution and 
:ubſiſtance of it. a 

Although we never defired to enconrage his Majeſty 


to ſuch replyes as might produce any conteſtation be-: 


twixt him and his Parliament, of which we never found 
better <feR, then loſſe of time, and hinderance of the 


publique affaires; yet we have, beene farre from telling 


him of how little value his words would be with us, 
much lefle when they are accompanicd with ations of 
Love 
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Loveand Juſtice; his Majeſty hath more reaſon to finde 
fault with choſe wicked Councellors, who: have fo of- 
ren bereaved him of the honour, and his people of rhe 
fruic of many gracious ſpeeches which he made rachem, 
ſuch as thoſe in the-end:of: the laſt Parliament; That 3 
the word of a King, and a4 he was a Gentleman, he would re- 
areſſe the grievances of his people, as well out of Parliament 
4 1# it; where thefearchiog the Studies aud/Chambess; 
yea,thoPockers of fame; borh of the Novilicy anfl Com+ 
mons the very next day: The commirmene of Mater 
Bellaſis, Sir John Hotham and Maſter Crew,the continued 
oppeſfians of Ship- maney; iCoat and: Conduftmancy;, 
with che manitold :imprifonmenes/and other vexati- 
ons thereupon, and ocher inſuing violationsof the Laws 
and Libercies of the Kingdome:(all which were the &f- 
fets of evill Councel, and abundantly declared inqut 
generall Remonſtrance of the'Scate of rhe Kingdome) 
Acionsof Love & Juſtice ſurable ro ſuch words as chele, 
As gracious was his Majcfties ſpeech in the beginning 
of this Parliemenr, That hee was reſolved to-put hymſelfe 
freely and clearely upon the love and affetion of bis Engliſh 
Subjefs; whether his cauſelelie complaints and jealon- 
fies, rhe unjuſt impurations ſo often caſt upon his Parlia- 
ment, his denjall of their neceflary defence by the Ocdi- 
nance of the /zza, hisgdangerous abſenting himſelfe 
from his great Councell, like ro produce ſuch a milchie- 
ous diviſion ia the Kingdome have not beene more ſurg- 
ble to other mens evill counſels,then ro his own Words 

will cafily appeare to any indifferent jn12gement, 
Neither have his latter ſpeeches beene b2rrer uſed 
and preſerved by theſe evill and wicked Councellors, 
Could any words be fuller of Love and Juſtice, rhen 
thoſe inthe Anſwerro the Meſſage (ent roche Houle of 
& B 2 Com- 
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Commons the 31. of December, 1641. Wee doe engage wn” 
t0y0u ſolemnely the word of a King , that the ſecurity of all 
andevery one of you from violence 15, and ever ſhall bee, as 
wuch our care as thepreſervation of us and our Childrex, aad 
could any Aftions be fuller of Iniaſtice and violeace, 
rhen that of che Arrourney, generall in fal(ly accuſing 
the Members of Parliamenc, and the other proceedings 
thereupon wirhia three or foure-dayes, afrer that Meſ- 
fage; forthe full view whereof,ler the Declaration made 
of thole proceedings be peruſled, and by thoſe inftances 
we could adde many more; ) Letthe world Judge who 
deſerves to be raxed with diſvaluing his Miicſties. words 
they who have as much as in them lies ſtained and (ul. 
lied them with ſach fowle Conncellsor the Parliament, 
who have ever manifeſted with Ioy and delight, their 
humble thankefulneſfſe for rhoſe -gracious words and 
Aﬀtions of Love and Iuftice, which have beene con- 
formable thereunto. 

The King is pleaſed to difavow the having any ſuch 
cvill Councell or Counceltors, as-are mentioned in our 
Declaration to his knowledge; and we hold ic our du- 
ty, hambly co avow there are ſuch, orelſe we mult ſay, 
thac all the il] chings done of late in his Maieſties name , 
have beene done by himſelfe, wherein we ſhould neirher 
follow rhe dire&ion ofche Law, nor the affetion of our 
owne hearts, which is as much as may be to cleare- his 
Maieſtiefrom all impurarion of miſgovernment, and to 
lay che faulr upon his Miniſters: The falſe accuſing of 
ſixe Members of Parliament, the luſtifying Maſter eAt- 
terncy in that falſe accuſation, the violent comming co 
the Houſe of Commons, the deniall ot che Miluie, rhe 
fſharpe Me//age to both Houſes, concrary to che cuſtomes 
at toruer Kings; The long and remore abſence of his 


Majeſty, 
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Majeſtiefrom Porliamen,the heavy and w rongfull taxes» 
upon both Houſes, the cheriſhing and countenancing 
a diſconceared partie in the Kixgdom againſt them,cheſe 
certainly are the fruits of very 1/1 Councell apt co pur 
the Kingdome into a combuſtion,to hiader the ſupplic: 
of Ireland, and to countenance the proceedings and pre: 
renſions of che Rebels rhere, and che Amhors of theſe ec. 
vill Councell, wee conceive muſt needs be knowne ro 
his jw 4, and we hope our labouring wich his ate 
ftie, ro have thele diſcovered, and-broughtr to a.juſt cen- 
ſure will noe ſo much wound his Honour in the opinion 
of his good Subicds, as his labouring to preſerve and 
conceale them. 

And whereas his Hazeftie ſaith, He could wiſh that his 
owne mediate Aftions which he avowes on bis owne owne Ho« 
nour, might not be ſo roughly cenſured under that common ſlile 
of evill Councellors, Wee could alſo heartily wiſh , tha 
we had nor cauſe romake that ſtyle ſocommon, bur how 
often and. undurifull ſoever theſe wicked Counſellors 
fixe theirdiſhonour upoa the King by makiag his Afaze- 
ftieche Author of thoſe evill Aﬀions, which are effefts 
of their awne evill Conncels; we his Mazefties Loyall 
and dutifull Subie&s can uſe no other Style according 
ro that Maxmein che Law , The King can doe nowrong, 
bane if any ill bee commirred: in. matcers of State, the 
Councell, if in matters of laſtice, the Judges muſt an- 
ſfwer for it, 

Wee lay no charge apon his Aaieftie, which ſhould

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_ andwerather wiſh that che mercies of Heaven. , then, 
the Indgements way be manifeſted upon tfiem, but chze 
there have beene ſuch , thereare. (o plentifull, and, 
frequent Evidences , that wee beleeve there is none 
cither Proteſtanr or Papiſt, :who hath had any. reaſo- 
nable view of the paſſages of latter times, but eicher in 
feare or hope , did expe& a ſacden. iſſue of this de-

"WV e have no way tranſgreſſed againſt the AQ. of Ob- 
livion , by: remembring the intended. YYarre againſt 
Scotland, as a branch of that:deſigne to alter Religion, 
by thoſe wicked Counſells from which God did chen 
deliver us, which we ought never to forger, THO 

. Thacthe Rebellion in Jrelsnd was framed and che- 
riſheby. the Popiſh and malignant partyin Ergland, is 
nor only afirmed by the Rebels, but may bee cleared by 
many other proofes; The: {ams /rebellions Principles 
of pretended &elzgion, the ſamecpolitique ends are ap- 
parant in both, and theirmalitions defigues, and pra- 
Qiſes are mask'c - and diſguiled-- with the ſame falſe 
Colours , of cheic earneſt zeale co vindicate ' his' fa- 
jeſlzes Preragative from rhe _—_— oppreflion of the 
Parliament, How much: theſe trecherons pretences 
have bin countenanced by ſome evil! Councells abour 
his Majeſty may appeare in this, that the Proclamarti- 
on whereby they weredeclared Traitours, was fo long 
with held, as to the ſecondof Uannary, though the Re. 
bellion broke forth in Ofober before,and then no more 
bur forty Coppies appointed to be prinrced wich a ſpe-

farch with diſperſed with as much diligence as might 
bee, thorough all the Kingdome, and ordered to bee 
read in all Churches, accompanied with publick pray- 
ers, and execrations, andother evidence of favour,and 
countenance of the Rebells, in ſome of power about 
his Majeſtie, isthis thac they have pur forth in his Ma- 
jeſties name, a cauſeleſſe complaint againſt the Parlia- 
meot, . which ſpeaketh the ſame Langaage of the Parli-

ſuch a Warraut, 'VVe know the warrant beares date the 
day before our deſire; yet ic ſeers ſtrange to thoſe who 
know how greata reſpet and power Mr. GERMIN had 
in Court, that hee ſhould begin his journey in ſuch 
haſte, and in apparell ſo unfit for travell, as a black Sat- 
tin ſuit and white boots, if bis going away were deſigned 
the day before. 

The accuſation of the Lord K1MBOLTON,and the five 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, is called a breach of | 
Priviledge:; and rruly fo it was,and a very high one; farre 
above any farisfa&tion that hath beene yer given; how 
can it be ſaidto bee largely ſatisfied, fo long as his 41a- 
jeſty labours to preſerve Mr. «eAnowrney from puniſh- 
mear, who wasthe viſible AQor in it ſo long as his CHes- 


jeſt 
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jeftic hath nor onely juſtified him, bur by his Lecter de- 
clared that ic was his duty to accuſe them, and that hee 
wou!d have puniſhed him, if hee had nor done ir, fo long 
as theſe members have nor the meanes of clearing their 
innocency, and the Authors of that malicious charge 
undiſcovered, though” both Houſes of Parliamenchave 
ſeverall times petictoned his Majeſtie to diſcover them, 
and that not onely upon grounds of common juſtice, bur 
by at of Parliament his Majeſtic is bound to doe ir, [a 
long as the King refuſerh ro paſſe a Bill forrhkcir dif 
charge, alledgiag thac the Narrative ia that Bjll is 
againſt his hononr, whereby he ſecmes ſtill ro ayow the 
matter of that falſe and ſcandalous acculſation,though he 
deſerts che profecurion, offering to paſſe a Bill for their 
acquirteall yet with intimation that they'muft deſerr 
the avowing their owne innoceney, which would more 
wound them ia honour, then ſecure chem in Law. 
Aadaia vindication of this great Priviledge of Parlia- 
ment, we doe not know thatwee have invaded any pri- 
 viledge belonging to his Majefty, as is alledged in ehis 
Declaration : But we Joooke not upon this onely in the 
notion of a breach of priviledge, which might be, 
though the 'accaſation were true or falſe; but under 
the notion of a heynous-crime'iin the 4rrourney, and all 
other Subjets who had a hand in ir; a crime againſt the 
Law of Nature, agaioſt the rules of Juſtice, that inno- 
cene men ſhould be charged with ſogrear an offence as . 
Treaſon in the face of the higheſt Judicarory of the 
Kingdome, whereby their lives and eſtates, their blood 
and honour are indangered without wicnefſes, without 
evidence,withour all poſhbility of reparation in a legall 
courſe, yet a crime of ſach a nature, that his Majetties 
command can no more warrant then ic can any other 
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AR of Injuſtice x; It -is true. that thoſe thiogs which are 
evil. in- their gwae. pature, ſuch as a falle teſtimony 
or falſe accuſation cannor he the {ubjet of any coms 
mand or, or induce apy obligation of obedience-upon 
apy, man by any Aythority whatſoever ; therefore the 
Ainnrney jni this;caſe was bound'to refuſe $0 execute 
fuck;a.command unlefle hee had, fome ſuch: evidence 
or Teſtimony as might have warranted him againſt the 
parties, and be liable to make ſatisfaQion if it ſhould 
prove (alſle.; andir is ſufficiently knowne to every man 
and adjudged in Pazliament that the King can be neither 
relator, informer, nor wirneſſe; if ic reſt as itis with- 
out farther ſatisfation, no future Parliament can be 
fafe; bur thatthe members may be taken and deſtroyed 
ar pleaſure, yea, the very principles gf Governmear and 
Juſtice will be in danger to bediſobeyed. ; - rf 
Weee doe not conceive that numbers doe make an 
allembly unlawfall, bur when either the cad or man- 
per of their carriage ſhall be anlawfull; divers juſt oc- 
caſiogs might draw the Citizens ra #efimmfier, where 
many publique'and private Petitions, and other cauſcy 
were.depending in Parliament, and why thar-{kould be 
foand more faulty.in the- Citizens, then; the reſort of 
Brcat numbers every day in. the terme to;the ordinary 
Courts of Juſtice, we know not: that'the(e Citizens were 
notoriouſly proyoked andaflaulredat Weſtminſter by Cov 
lonel Lnasford,Capteine Hidegwich divers,and by others, 
«9d by ſame gf cheſerugars.of the Archbiſhop of Yorke, 
6s-ſufficiently, proved; ;andithatisfrerward they were 
more violently woundced.and moſt barbarouſly mangled 
with-ſwords by the. officers! and fouldiers necere White- 
bait, many: af-rhem being withoat-weapons, and giving 
nceaule of diſtaity agis iewile prove by ſeveral refti- 


monies, 
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monies, bat of any ſcandalous or ſeditions miſdemes? 
nors of theirs rhat mighr give his Majeſty good canſe th 
ſappoſe his owne Perſon,or thoſe of his royall Conſorr, 
or Children to be in apparant danger,” wee have hid n$ 
proofe ever offered to either Houſe; and if” rhere hat 
beene any complaint of that Kkinde, it is no doubr, 
the Houſes would have been as forward to joyne in an 
Order for the ſupprefling of ſuch rumales as they were : 
nor long before upon another occaſion when they made 
an Order to that pnrpoſe, whereas thoſe officers and 
ſouldiers which committed that violence upon ſo many 
of the Citizens at whitehall were cheriſh'd and foſtered 
in his Majeſties houſe,and when nor long afterthe com* 
mon Councelof Lexydonprefenteda Perition to his Ma> 
jeſtic for reparation of thoſe injuries, his Majeſtics An- 
{wer was, withour hearing the proote ofthe complaints, 
that if any Citizens were wounded or ill intreated his 
Majeſtie was confidently affired that it happened by 
their owne evill and corrupt demeanour, wee hope ic 
eannot be thonght contrary tothe duty and wiſdome of 
a Parliament, if mapy concurting and frequently reite- 
rited &renewedadverciſements fromRome Fenrce, Paris, 
andother parrs, of the ſolicitation of the Popes Nuncio 
and our own diſcontented fugitives doe make us jealous 
andwarchfull for the ſafery of the Srate; and wee have 
beene very careful! romake gur expreſſions thereof fo 
eaſie and ſo plaine to the capaciries and — 
of the people, that nothing might juſtly ſticke wir 
ther, wich refle&ion' npon che Perſon of 'his Maieſty, 
Wwheteinwe appeale e@the epoch of dhy fndifferent 
perſon, who'ſhalf read and peraſe vyrowne words. 
- "We mtift mainraine the grounds of our feares ro be 
of thar moment that wee-cavnot diſcharge the cruſt and 
«2g C 2 duty 
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duty which lies npon us, uolefle we doe apply our felves 
ro the ule of choſe meanes to-which the Law bath en- 
abled us in caſes of this nature for the neceſlary defence 
of the Kingdome and as his Majeſty doth graciouſly 
declare the Law ſhall be the meaſure of his pewer,lo do 
we molt heartily profeflc, that we (hall alwayes make ic 
the rule of our obedience. 

The next point of our Declaration was with much 
caution artificially paſſed over by him, who drew his 
Majefſties-Anſwer, it being indeed the foundation of all 
our miſery, and his Majeſties trouble, that he is pleaſed 
to heare.generall raxcs npon bis Parliament without 
any particular charge, to which they may give ſacisfaQi- 
on, and that he harh often conceived diſpleaſure againſt 
particular perſons upon miſ-information, and although 
thoſe informations bave beene clearely proved to be 
faiſe, yer he would never bring the accuſers to queſtion, 
which, layethan impoſſibility upon honeſt men, of clea- 
ring themſelvcs, and gives encouragemt uato falſe and 
unworthy perſons: to trouble him with untrue. and 
groundleſſc informations ? | 

Three particulars we mentioned in our Declararion, . 
which the. Penner of that Anſwer.had good cauſe to 
omirt,the words ſuppoſed co be ſpoken at Kenſington the 
pretended Articles againſt rhe Qzeene; andcheground- 
lefle accuſation of the ſixe Members of che Parliamenr, 
there, being, nothing to be ſaid in defence or deniall of - 
any ofthem. Concerning his Majeſties defire to ioyne 
with his Parliament, and with his faichfull Subiccs in 


. detence of Religion, and oy eee of the King- 


dome,.we doubrtnot bur he will doe it fully, when evill 
Councellors ſhall be removed from about him, and-un- 
till that be,, as we ſhewed before of words, ſo muſt we 

" alſo: 
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alſo ſay of Lawes that they cannot ſecareus,witneſſe the Pe- 
tition of Right, which was followed with (uch an inundati- 
on of illegall raxes that we had juſt caule rorhinkerhat rh? 
payment of 20000} was an eafie. burthen tothe common- 
wealth in exchange of them,and we cannor bur iuftly chinke 
that if there be a-continuance of ſach ill Councellors, and 
favour 5 tnem, they will by ſome wicked deviſe or other 
make the Bill for che Trienaial! Parlimeat,and thole other 
cxcellent Lawes mentioned in his Maieſties Declaration of 
of lefſe value then words. / 

Thar excellent Bill for the continuance of this Parlia- 
ment was ſo neceſſary, that without ir, wee could not have 
raiſed ſo great ſummes of money for the ſervice of his Ma- 
ieſty and the Common-wealth as wee have done; and 
without which, the ruine and deſtruction of the Kingdome 
muſt needs have followed; and weeare reſolved che graci- 
ous favour of his Maieſty expreſſed in thar Bill, and the ad- 
vantage and ſecurity which chereby we have from being dif. 
| ſolved,ſhall not incourage us to doe any thing which other- 

wiſe had not beene fic to be done,and we are ready to make 
ir good before all the world, that alchoagh his Maiefty hath 
paſſed many Bills very advantagious for the .SabieR, .yer in 
none of them have we bercaved his Maieſty of anpneceſſas 
ry or profitable prerogative of the Crowne. | 

Wee ſo carneftly deſire his Maijeſties returne to Louder, 
that upon it we conceive, depends the very ſaf-ty and be- 
ing of both his Kingdomes; and therefore we muſt proteſt, 
that as tor the time paſt, neither the g»vernment of Loxdox, 
nor any Lawes of the Land have loſt their life and force for 
his ſecurity : So for the fature, wee ſhall be ready to doe 
or ſay any thing that may ſtand wich the Duty or Honour 
of a Parliament, which may raiſe a muruall confidence be- 
twixt his Maieſtie and us, as wee doe wiſh, and as the affaires 
of the Kipgdome doe require, 
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Thus farre the Anſwer to that which is called his Ma- 
jeſties Declaration hath led us. Now we come to that which 
15 intituled His AMajeſties Anſwer to the Petition of both Hoy- 

ſes, preſented co him at Yorke 26. Mart; 16542. Inthe be- 
+ ginning whereof his Majeſty wiſherh , Thar our Privaledges 
02 all parts were ſo ſtated that this way of correſpoudencie might be 
preſerved with that freedome which hath beene uſed of old : Wee 
know nothing introduced by us that gives any impediment 
hereunto; neither have wee affirmed our Pr:z2ledges to be 
broken, whenhis Maiefty denies us any thing, or gives a rea- 
ſon why he cannot grant it; or that thoſe who adviſed ſuch 
denyall, were enemies to the Peace of the Kiagdome , and 
Favourers of the [rh Rebelon, in which aſperrion thar is 
turned intoa generall aſſertion, which in our Votes is ap- 
plyed toa particular cafe : Wheretore we maſt maintaine 
our Votes, That thoſe who adviſed his Maieſty to contra» 
di& that which both Houſes in che Queſtion concerning 
the M:l:t:za had delared ro be Law, and command it ſhould 
not ſo be obeyed, isa high Breach of Priviledge; and thar 
thofe who adviſed his Maieſty ro abſent himſelfe from bis 
Parliament,are enemies tothe Peace of the Kingdome,and 
juſtly ro be ſuſpeed to bee Favourers of che Rebellionin 
' Frelan# The reaſons of both are evident, hecauſe in the 
firſt there is as greata derqgation from the Truſt and Au- 
thority ofParliamenr, and in the ſecond as much advan- 
rage tothe Proceedings and hopes of Rebels as may be, and 
we hold it very cauſleſſe impuration upon the Parliament, 
that we have herein any way impeached,much leſſe taken a- 
way the freedomot his Maieftzes Totes which doth nor import 
a liberty for his Maiefty to deny any thing how neceſſary 
ſoever for the preſervation of the Kingdome, much leſſe a 
Licence to evill Councellors to adviſe any thing though 
never ſo deftructive to his Maiefty and his People. ,_ 
By the Meſſage of che aoth. of 7anuary his Majeſty did 


propound 
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propound to both Houſes of Parliament,that they wonld 
with all ſpeed fall into aſerious conſideration of all theſe 
particulars which they ſhould hold neceſlary, as! well for 
the upholding and maintaining bis Majeſties juſband Regall 
Authority, and for the preſent and future eſtabliſhing our 
Priviledges, the free and quietenjoying our eſtares, the Li- 
berties of our Perſqns,, - the {ecurity. of the! true Religion 
profeſſed in the Chuzeh of England, and the ſetling gf Ce- 
remonies in ſuch a manner,as may take away all juſt dffence, 
and to digeſt it into one intire body, 

Torhar point of upholding and maintaining his Royall 
Authority, wee lay nothing hath beene done corhe preju- 
dice of it thar ſhoald- require any new Proviſion ; To 
the other of ſetling the Revenew, the Parliament hath 
no way-abridgedor diſordered his juſt Revenue , bur iris 
true, that mitch waſt and confuſion of his Majeſties eftare, 
hath beene made by thoſe evill and nnfaitbfall' Minifters, 
whom he hath imployed in the managing of it, whereby 
his owne ordinary expences would have beene dilappoinrt- 
ed and.the ſafety of the Kingdome moreingdangered, if the 
Parliament had not in ſome meaſure provided for his How - 
hold, and ſor ſome of the affaires more then they were 
bound to doe, and they are ſtill willing to fertle ſuch a Re+ 
venue upon his Majeſty, as may make him live Royally, 
plentifully and faſely, bur they cannot in wiſedome and. 
and fidelity to the Common.wealth, doe this till hee ſhall 
chooſe ſuch Councel/ours , and Officers as may order and 
difpoſe tothe publick good, and not apply itit tothe ruine 
anddiſtruction of his people as heretofore it hath been, bur 
this.and and the other matters concerning ourſelves being 
workes of great importance, and tullof iatricacy, will re- 
quire ſo long atimeof deliberation , that the Kingdome 


might, bee ruined beforewee effet them , wherefore wee 


thought it;necefary iirfÞ to be ſuitors: $0 his Xazeſty, fo to 
\ : order

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order the Militia, that the Kingdonle being ſecured , wee 
mighr wich moreeaſe and ſafery apply onr (elves to debate 
of that Meſſage, wherein we have beene incerrupred by his 
Majeſties deniall of the Ordinance, concerning the ſame, 


becauſe it would have beene in vaine for us to labonr in o- © 


ther things, andin the meane time to leave our ſelves na« 
ked tothe malice of ſo many enemies , both at home and 
abroad, yer we have not deen altogether negligent of thole 
things, which his Majeſty is p!eaſed to propound in thar 
Meſſage, wee have agree1upon a Booke of Rates in alarg- 
er proportion then hath beene granted ro any of his Ma» 
ieſties Predeceſſors, which is a coafiderable ſupport of his 
Maicſtics publick charge, and have likewiſe prepared di- 
vers propoſicions and Bills for preſervation of our Religi- 
0#, and liberties, which we intend ſhorely co preſent to his 
Majeſty ,and ro doe whatſoever is fic for us, ro make up this 
unpleaſant breach berwixr his Majeſty and the Parliament, 
Whereas divers exceptions are here takea concerning 
the Mzlitia, firſt that his Mazefly never denied the thing 
but accepted he perſons, (exceptfor Corporations) onely 
that he denyed che way;'to which we anſwer that excepti- 
on takes off Loxden, andall other great Townes and Ci- 
ties which make a great part of the Kingdome, and for the 
way of Ordinance it is ancient, more ſpeedy more caſily al- 
rerable, and in all theſe and other reſpe&s more proper, 
and more applicable to the preſent occaſion, then a Bill 
which his Afazeffy calls the only good old way, of impoſing 
vpon the SubjeQs,ic ſhould ſeeme thar neicher his Maiefties 
Royall Predeceſſors, nor our Anceſtors, have heretofore 
beene of rhat opinion, for 37. eAn. Edw. 3. We finde this 
Record, the Chancellour made declaration of the chal- 
lenge of the Parliament , The King defires to know the 
griefe of his SubjeQs, and to redrefſe Inormitiesz The laſt

eſtates, whicher they would have ſuch thingsas they agreed 
on, by way of Ordinance or Statute, who anſwered by way

Bur his Majeſty objeQs further, that there is ſome what 
in the preface, to whichhe could not conſent with Juſtice 
ro his Honour and Innocency, and that thereby hee is ex- 
cluded from any power in the diſpoſing of it, theſe obje- 
ions may ſceme ſomewhat , bur indeed will appeare nos» 
thing when ir ſhall be conſidered, that nothing in the Pre- 
amble layes any charge upon his MaJeſty, nor in the Bo- 
dic of that Ordinance that excludes His Royall Au- 
thoricie in the diſpoſing or execution of it , bur onely ic 
is provided that it ſhould bee ſignified by both Houſes of 
Parliament, as that Channell through which ic will be beſt 
derived, and moſt certainly to thoſe ends for which it is 
intended, and ler, the world judge, whether we have nor 
reaſon to inſiſt upon it, that the Strengrh of the Kingdome 
ſhould rather be. ordered according to the DireQion and 
Adviſe of the great Counſel of the Land, equally intruſted 
by the King and the Kingdome, then rhart the ſafety of the 
King,Parliament and Kingdome ſhou!d bee left at the De- 
votion of a few unknowne Conncellours, many of them 
not intruſted 'atall by the King in any publick way, nor at 
all confided in by the Kingdome. * 

We wiſh the danger were not imminent or not ſtill con- 
tinuing; bur cannot conceive thar the long time ſpent in 
this debate, is evidence ſufficient, that there was no ſuch 
neceſſity or danger, but a Bill might eaſily have beene pre- 
pared; for when many cauſes doe concurre to the danger 
of a State, the interruption of any one may hinder the exc- 
cution of the reſt; ar.d yer the Deſigne be ſtill kepr afoor 
for better opportunities. Who knowes whether the ill 
ſucceſle of the Rebels in 7reland have not hindered the In- 
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ſarre&jon of the Papiſts here? V\ hether the preſervation 
of the ſixe Members of the Parliament falſly accuſed, 
have nor prevented the Plot of the oreaking the neck of 
the Parhament:; of which wee were infortned from Fraxce 
not long before they were accuſed, Yer ſince his Adajeſtze 
hath bcene pleaſed coexprefle his pleaſure,rather for a Bill 
then an Ordinance, ana ſent in one for that purpoſe, wee 
rea1ily ent?reained it, and with ſome ſmall and necefſary 
alterarions ſpeedily palſed the ſame. Bur contrary to the 
cuſtome of Parliament and our expeQation gronnded upon 
his Majeſties owne invication. of us to that way, and the 
other reaſons manifeſted in our Declaration concerning 
the M1liia of the 5,of Zfay; in ſtead of his Royall afſent we 
mer with an abſolute retuſal). 

If chemiatter of theſe our Votes 15. and 16. of March be 
according to Law,we hope his Majeſtig will allow the Sub- 
jets ro be bound by them, b« cauſe he harh ſaid he will make 
the Law the rule of his power. 

Andif the Queſtion bee whether that be Law which the 
Lords and Commons have once declared tobe To; who ſhall 
be the Judge? nor his Majeftie ; for the King judgeth nor 
of matters of Law bur by his Courts,and his Courts though 
ſitting by his authoricy , expe& not his aſſent in matters of 
Law; notany other Courts, for they cannot judge in that 
caſe, becauſe they are inferiour , no appeale lying from 
Parliament; | he judgement whereof is(in the Eye of the 
Lawxhe Kings judgement in his higheſt Court, though che 
King in his Perſon be neiaber preſent nor afſenting there- 
ants,

I, hat the Kings abſence ſo farre remote from his Parliament is not 
onely an Obſtruttion , but may be a deftrution tothe affaires of

2. That when the' Lords and (ommon: ſhall declare what the Law 
ofthe Landis, to have this not only queftioned and comroverted 
but contradifted, and 4 Command that it ſhonld not be obeyed, is 
a high Breachof the Priviledge of Parliament, 


2. That thoſe Perſons that adviſed bis Majeſtie to abſent himſelf from 
the Parliament , are Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdome, and 
inſtly to bee ſwſpetted to bee Fayonrers of the Kebellion in

That the Kingdome hath beene of late, and ſtill is in evident and immi- 
nent danger,both fro Enemies abroad and a Popiſh and diſcomented 
partyat home, that there is an urgent and inevitable neceſſitie of put= 
ring his Matreſties Subiefts into a Poſture of Defence , for the ſafe* 
guard both of his Maieſtie and his Peiple. 


That the Lords and Commons fully apprebending this Danger, and being 
ſenþble of ther owne Dmty , toprovide a ſutable Prevention, have in 
ſeverall Petitions addreſſed themſelves to his Maieſty for the orde: ing . , 
and d: ſpefing of the Militia of che Kingdome , in ſuch a way 4s was 4- 
greed wpon by the wiſdome of beth Houſes to be maſt effettrall ard proper 

o7 the preſent Exigents of the Kingdome, yet could not obtaine 1t,but 
his Mateſty did ſeveralti mes refuſe to give hit rojall aſſent therunts, 


That inthis caſe of extreame Danger, and his Miiefties refuſall, the 
Ordinance of Parliament, agreed mpon by both Houſes forthe M:\\tia, 
doth eburge the People , and onght to be obeyed by the Fundamentall 
Lawes ofobes K1ngaome. 
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Y all wkich it doth appeare, that there is no colour of 

chis Taxe, chat we goe about co introduce a new Law, 
much lefle to exerciſe an Arbirrary power, but indeed to 
prevent it: For this Law is as old as the Kingdome, Thar the 
Kingdome muſt not be without a meanes to preſerve ic (elf; 
W hich chatic may bedone withour Confuſion, this Nation 
hath intruſted certaine hands with a Power, to provide ia 
an Ocderly and Regular Way for the good and ſafety of the 
whole, which Power by the Conſtitution of this Kingdom 
is ia his Majeſty and His Parliament together ; yet ſince 
the Princeteing bur One Perſon, is more ſubjet co Acci- 
dents of Nature and Chance,whereby the Common-wealth 
may be deprived of the Fruit of that Truſt, which was in 
patt reroled in him in Gaſes of ſuch Neceſſity; That the 
Kir.4ome may not beinforced preſently ro returneto it's 
firft Principles, andevery man lefr ro doe what is right in 
his owne eyes, withoureither guide or Rule : the Wiſe- 
dome of this State hath intruſted the Houſes of Parliamene 
with a Power, coſupply what ſhall be wanting on the pare 
of the Prince, as is evident by the conftant Cuſtome and 
PraQtiſe thereof in Caſes of Non-age , naturall Diſability 
and Captivity , andthe like Realon doth and muſt holT for 
the exerciſe of the ſame Power in ſuch Caſes, where che 
Royall Truſt cannot be oris nor diſcharged, and that the 
Kingdomerans an evidentand imminent Danger thereby, 
which Danger baving beene declared by the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament, there needes not the Authori- 
ty of any Perſon or Courtto affirme; Noris it in the Pow- 
er of any Perſon or Court to revoke that Judgemear. 

Wee know the King hath wayes enough in his Ordinary ' 
Courts of Juſtice, to puniſh ſuch ſedirious Pamphlers and 
Sermons as are any way prejudiciall to his Rights , Ho- 
nour and Authority: And if any of them have beene fo 
tnfolcatly violated and vilifhed, his Majeſties owne Councell 
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and Officers have beene to blame, and not the Pariiamen: : 
We never did reſtraine any Proceedings of that kindin o- 
ther Courts, nor refuſe any fit complaint ro-us, The Pro- 
reftation proteſted was referr'd by che Commons Houſe ro 
a Committee, and the Author being nor produced , the 
Printer commicted ro Priſon, and che Booke vored by that 
Commirrtee to be burne: bur Sir Edward Deering who was 
ro make that Report ofthe vores of thar Commictee, neg- 
lected to makeit : The Apprentices Proteſtation was never 
complained of; bur the ocher ſedirious Pamphler, To jour 
Tents O J(raell, was once queſtioned, and the full proſecu- 
tion of it was not interrupted by any fauleof either Houle, 
whoſe forwardneſſe ro doe his Majeſtie all right therein 
may plainly appeare, in that a Committee of Lords and 
Commons purpoſely appointed to take ſuch Informations, 
as the Kings Counſell ſhould preſent concerning ſeditious 
. words Praftiſes, or Tumules Pamphlers, or Sermons, teg- 
ding to the derogation of his Majeſtics Righes or Preroga- 
tive, and his Majefſties Councell were enjoyned by that 
Committee to inquire, and preſent them , whogſevera1! 
times mer thereupon and received this Tbs ak de- 
claration from the Kings Councell, that they knew of no 
ſuch thing as yer. 
+ Ifhis Maieſtie had uſed the Service of ſucha one in pen- 
ning this Anſwer, who underſtood the Lawes and Covern- 
ment of this Kingdome, hee would nor have thought ir le- 
gally in his power to deny his Parhament a guard when they 
ſtood in need of it, ſince every ordinary Court hath it: nei- 
ther would his Maieſty if he had been well-inform'd ot che 
Lawes, have refuſed ſuch a Guard as they deſired, ir being 
inthe power of inferiour Courts ro command their owne 
Guard; neither would hee have impoſed upon them ſuch a 
Guard under a Commander which they could not confide 
in, which is clearly againſtthe —— of Parhament,and 
3 | of. 
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of which they found very dangerous cffedts, and therefore 
deſired to have ir diſcharged: Bur ſuch a Guard,and ſo com- 
manded as the Houſes of Parlament deſired, they could ne- 
ver ob:aine of his Maieſtie, and the plicing of a Gua:d a-, 
bout them contrary to their defire,was not to grant a guard 
ro them, bur in effe& to ſer oneupon them. 

All which cooſidered, wee beleeve in the indgemeant of 
any indifferent Perſons, ic will nor bee chonghe ſtrange, if 
there werea more then ordinary reſort of people at weſt- 
minſter; of ſuch as came willingly of their owne accord to 
be witneſſes and helpers ofthe ſafety of chem, whom all his 
Maieſties good ſubiefts are bound ro defend from Violence 
and Danger: Or thar ſuch a Concourleas this, chey carry- 
ingthemſclves quietly and peaceably (as they did) ought in 
his Mazeſtes apprehenſion, or can in the iarerpretation of 
the Law be held Tumultuary and (edirious. 

When his cMazeſtze in that Queſtinn of violation of the 
Lawes had expreſſed the obſervation of chem indefinitely 
without any limitation of time, alchough we never ſaid or 
did any thing that might look like a reproch to his Mazeſty; 
yer we had reaſon to remember that it had been otherwile, 
l£{t we ſhould ſeeme to deſert our former Complaints and 
Proceedings thereupon, as his Maieftie doth feeme bur lir- 
le to like or approve of them: For although hee doe ac- 
knowledge here thar great miſchiefe that grew by that Ar- 
bicrary power then complained of; Yet ſuch are continu- 
ally prefter'd and countecanc'd, as were Frieads or Favou- 
rers, orrelated unto the chiefe Authors and Afors of that 
Arburarypower, and of thoſe falſe Colours, Suggeſtion of 
imminent Dangerand Neceſſity, whereby they did make ir 
plauhble unto his Maieſtiez and on the other fide, ſuch as 
did appeare againſt chem. , are dayly diſcountenanc'd and 


diigra-

diſgraced ; which, whilſt it ſhall do (o,we have no rea(on tt 
judge the Diſeaſe to bee yer kjll-d and dea1ar root; and 
therefore no reaſon to bury it in Oblivion : ana whilſt wee 
behold the Spawnes of theſe miſchievous Principles che- 
riſh'd and foſtered in that new generation of Councellors, 
Friends and Aberrors of the former, or art leaſt concurring 
with them in theſe 'miſchievons Principles cheriſh'd and 
foſtered in that new generation of Councellors,friends and 
abettors of the former, or at ;leaft concuring with them in 
their malignancie againſt the proceedings of this Parlia- 
ment, we cannot thinke our ſelves ſecure trom the like or a 
worſe danger. 

Aud here the Penner of this an(wer beſtowes an admoni-* 
- tionupen the Parliament, biddingus rake heed we fall not 
upon the ſame error, upon the ſame ſuggeſtions z bur hee 
might have well ſpared this,till he could have ſhewed wher- 
in we had exerciſed any power otherwiſe then by the ru'e 
of the Law, or could have found a mote authentique or 
higher Judge in marter of Law, then the- high Courr of 
Parliamenr. 

Ic is declared in his Majeſties name, that he is reſolved to 
keep the rule himſelfe, and ro his power,to require the ſame 
of all others: We muſt needs acknowledge,chat ſuch a reſo- 
Jution is like ro bring mach happinefie and blefting to his 
Majeſty and all his Kingdomes; yer with humility wee malt 
confeſle wee have nor the fruit of it in that caſe of my Lord 
Kimbolion, and the other five Members accuſed, contrary to 
Law,both Common Law,and the Statute Law; and ver re- 
maineth unſatisfied; which caſe was remembred in our De- 
claration, as aſtrange anunheard of violation of Lawes : 
bur the Penner of this Anſwer thought ir fic ropaſle it over, 
hoping that many would reade his Majcſties Anſwer,which

hath beene ſo carefully diſperſed, which would not reade 
our Declaration. k 
Whereas after our ample thanks and acknowledgement 
of his Majefties favour in paſſing many good Bills, wee ſaid 
that Truth and Nece ſſit infirced us 10 addethis, That in or about 
_ the time of paſſing thoſe Bils,ſome Deſigne or other hath been afoot, 
which if ut hadtaken effett, would 101 only have deprived us of the 
fruit of thoſe Bills, but would have reduced us to 4 worſe condition 
of confuſion then that nhereinthe P arliament found 14; it is now 
eld us, that the King muſt be moſt ſenſible of what we caſt 
apon him for requirall of choſe good Bills, whereas our 
of our uſuall rendernefle of his Majeſties honour we did nor 
mention him at all,but ſo injurious are thoſe wicked Coun- 
{ellors ro the name & honour of their Maſter and Soveraign, 
that as much as they can, they lay their owne infamy and 
guilt upon his ſhoulders; Here God allo is called towit- 
neſſe his Majefties upright intentions at the paſſing of thoſe 
Lawes,this we will not queſtion,neither did we give any oc- 
caſion of ſuch a ſolemne afſeveration as this is, The Di- 
vell is likewiſe defied to prove there was any deſigne with 
his Majeſties knowledge or privity,this might wel have bin 
| ſpared,for we ſpoke nothing of his Majeſtie;burt ſince we are 
{9 farre taxed, as to have it affirmed,thatwe laid a notorious 
and falſe impuration upon his Majeſty, we have thought ic 
neceſſary for the juſt defence of our owne innocency, to 
cauſe the Oaths and Examinations which have been taken 
concerning the deſigne ro be publiſhed in a full narration 
for ſatisfaftion of all his Majefties Subjects, out of which 
we ſhall now offer ſome few particulars whereby the world 
may judge, whether wee could have proceeded with 
more tenderneſſe towards his Majeſty, then wee have

The next day being Mun- 
day,thisExaminate cameag:in to the Court in the after-noon,and

Hat with my own irmocency and the violence I heare is 

apgainſi me,l finde my ſelf much diftrafted, I will nor ask 

your councel| b2caule it m:y bring preiudice upon you;but I will 
with all fairhfulneſſe and truth cell you what my part hath beene, 
that at leaſt I may be cleared by you whatſoever becomes of me. 
When tþere was 500290, pound deſigned by the Parlizment 
for ine Engliſh army,there was as Erake it a ſudden demar,d made 
by the Scats at the ſame time of 25000. pound, of which there 
was bur 15000, pound ready, this they preſſed with ſo much ne- 
ceility as the Parliament after an Order made, did think i fir for 
them-ro dedu@ 10020, 1i,ourt of che 50. formerly granted, upon 
which the ſouldiers in our houſe were more fcandalized, amongſt 
which.I was one,and fitting by Wilmortt and Aſhburnham,Wilmott 
ſtood up and ro!d them,if ſuch papers as thar of the Scots would 
procure monies, he dbubred not but the Officers of the Engliſh 
Army: might caſilydo rhe like, but the firſt order was reverſed nor- 
withſtanding,and the 10000, pound givento the Scots ; this was 
the cauſe of many diſcourſes of diſlike amongſt us, and came to 
this purpole,. that they were diſobliged by the Parliament; and 
yot by the King, rhis being ſaid ofren one to anorher, we did re-
